But even in December, when 
snow, slect and rain are all doing 
thelr best to discourage her, she 
will tind music in the rattle of the 
Rreat bars she takes down from 
the doors, and In the rustling, 
shuffling, shaking of chains, and 
lowing of the cows who know that 
she is coming. 

We are buying too much butter 
from other countries. English- 
women muke the finest butter in 
the world, and its production could 
be increased enormously If the wo- 
men of the natlon became really 
farm-minded. , 

Butter-making is one of the 
pleasantest jobs on.a farm: there 
are few finer sights than thnt of a 
good dairy with its pans of milk 
and cream and its rolls of galden 
butter all ready for market. 

A word of warning: make really 
good butter or else make some- 


‘thing else. The best butter is made 


from grass-fed cows and from 
cream newly separated from fresh 
right away. 
Don't stint on your equipment: it 
pays to have a really good churn 
and Separator. And don't keep 
a strong-smelling cheese In the 
dairy and then expect to have good 
butter, : . 

The poultry shed Is another 
sphere. for. feminine labour, Here 
specialisation pays, for hens, like 
human womenfolk, are contrary, 
and would rather Iay in May than 
December. That's where the in- 
cubator comes tn. Get your chicks 
early cnough and you will have 
early layers—and broilers for mar- 
ket—certain winners.

This document, wisely at this stage, 
docs not define It In any detall: but 
it gives some indicntions of | whnt 
we have In mind. 

First, it’ hopes to Include in. this 
Federation «a Germany that has re- 
turned to her allegiance to the civi- 
sation of the West. Without ‘her, 
indeed, it could hardly come into

being. To this Federation, as the 
final authority, we should transfer 
sovereignty over the dependent cal- 
onics, : 

The military question bristics 
with difficulties, but {t is the crux. 
The principle at whieh we should atm 
is manifestly that the Federation 
shall undertake the defence of all its 
members. It  ulone shall pos: 
from flank or rear. 

We shall fail If we are content to 
say in a tone of patronage that the 
Federation must defend the, Czechs 
and other :muller States. Only when 
we, ourselves, look to it for safety 
shall we insist that it shall work. 

The idest is that Europe should 
have, like the United States of 
America, a single federal army, navy 
and air force, though, ax in Ameri- 
cu, cach State might have. its militia, 
That would be a mighty advance to 
tuke at one step, 


Sea Power 


I note, as Continental readers also 
will, that the Party's document — is 
silent about sea power, What it pro- 
poses is the creation of a federal air 
force. If to this we added a 
mechanised stritting force, we should 
have a real beginning. . 

But, whatever we do, we cannot 
allow the member-States to arm 
agninst the Federation. If they re- 
fain thelr national militins, they must 
not compete in armament with the 
federal force. 

All the thorny political problems 
that we have to fuce must be solv- 
ed before we could create even 
federal air foree. It would have to 
be muintuined by some form of fed- 
eral taxation, 

We must. be sure that the men 
whom the Federation equips, pays, 
and commissions, will serve it, 
loyally, and work together os an 
international team. If an idea 
unites them, this will be easy, as It 
was in Spain. 

After a war, the military problem 
may have to take precedence of 
every other. But our Federation 
ought to figure in our thoughts, pri- 
marily as an organisation that will 
facilitate co-operation in the daily 
Mfe of peace, . 

The lawyers who made the Len- 
gue of Nations tried to hold it to- 
gether by penaltles ond sanctions. 
We should look rather to its econo- 
mlc benefits as the cement that binds 


it. 
Air Control 


It should control transport and 
communications, especially in the 
alr. It might, a8 Mr, Cole’ pro— 
poses, unify our system of patents 
and our commercial code. It might 
not be able to abolish all tariffs be 
tween members ut once; but cer— 
tainly it should lower them. It 
might unify the Central Banks. ° 

It ought to have o central autho- 
rity for economic planning. This 
might not be able to Impose Its 
authority on the member-States,, but 
if it had at its disposal some-coh- 
trol over credit ond federal grants+ 
in-ald, it could do much to gulde’ 
our development. 

If it could contro] the flow of in- 
vestment across frontlers, It could 
exercise a socially creative influence. 
The ruling idea should be to raise 
‘the standards of . the | backward 
agricultural populations, coloured ‘ns

industrial peoples, . 


The reader will ask what kind of 
poHtical machinery will govern this 
European Federation. One thing t's 
elear: it will not work !f it is what 
the League was—mercly a collec- 
tlon of Sovereign States: 

The pecullurity of a Sovereign 
State is that it Js a Inwto Ituelf, it 
has the right to injure itself and 
ity neighbours, and for this it is ac- 
countable to no one. It will not 
bow to__a_moajority vote. It can be 
bound only by.a decision to which 
it has given {ts consent. 

That wos the meaning, of the 
League’s fatal rule of unanimity. 

Well, If our cotlntry goes Snto a 
Federation, will, it consent to be 
over-ruled on asion by the vote 
of ao majority of the member-States? 
T doubt it. 

I think we shall have to defeat 
the’ pride of Sovereign States, not by 
a frontal attack, but by taking It 
from flank or rear, 


People's Votes 


We must call In the votes of the 
people. We must overrule States by 
counting hends. 


In plain words, I think that at 
some point we must introduce the 
principle of popular election, direct 
or indirect. The Federal Congress 
might possibly have two Chambers 
—one nominated by Governments, 
the other elected by Parliaments, or, 
perhaps, directly. 

The detnils may be left to the 
future, It Is enough at this stage ta 
say that our Federatlon must be 
built, as the Lengue never was, on 
the representative principle. It 
must federnate peoples and not mere- 


- ly Governments, 


Labour uecepts this iden caslly. 
But Jet us not delude ourselves into 
supposing that [ts triumph will be 
epsy. : . 

The average Tory will dismiss it 
us. something almost trensonuble, In 
France, under M. Daladier, reaction 
is in power, and it will ke the iden 
no better, 

We shall have to use all the per- 

tasion and all the pressure we can 
muster, for there are imuny Euro- 
peans, ot home and abroad, who 
would rather perish thon federate.

A young mon rose in the House of 
Commons in 1910 to make his mai- 
den speech. His subject was Egypt, 
I) was the dinner-hour, Only six 
other M.P.s had stayed behind to 
hear him. The speech was Informed 
and eloquent. It ended with the 
words:—~ 


“The tlme may come, and I hope 
it will come, when those races, with 
whose government we are now 
charged, may be in a position ‘to os- 
sume control of thelr own fortunes, 
and may be able to work out their 
own destiny.” 


Twenty-slx years later that young 
man signed the Anglo-Egyptian 
Treaty on behalf of Britaln, The 
young moan was Mr. Frederick 
Wood. When he signed the Treaty 
he had become Lord Halifax, known 
to the worldasa great Forcign Se- 
eretary, but known especially to 
India as the greatest Viceroy of this 
century, 

He was Minister of Agriculture in 
1924. Before thot he had been the 
President of the Board of Education, 
but it was his Job as 
Under Secretary for 
the Colonles in 1921 
that first developed his 
Intent Interest In the 
problems of {mpertal 
administration. 

In 1925 he was appointed Viceroy 
of India, arriving there {In April, 
1026. When the position was offered 
him, he knew what grave responsl- 
bilities it carried with it. 

The vast majority of Indinns were 
willing to negollate peacefully with 
Lord Irwin, - They recognised his 
honesty and sincerity—a recognition 
which grew and deepened os the 
years passed. ‘ 

In 10929, the Deputy-President 
of the Simla Lealslative Assembly 
declared.. that. "In Lord. Itwin 
India has a valued friend who. sln- 
cerely menns well by her, and who fs 
‘determined for all that he {s worth 
to help her on towards greater pros- 
perity ond: content.” 

It was the charm of Lord Irwin's 
personality which turned Mahntmoa 
Gandhi from an enemy Into a man 
trylng to reconcile the British . and 
Indian point of view.

The future of India became assured, 
Reason and ¢o-opera- 
tion had defeated sus- 
picion and violence.

Defence Of 
New Frontier 


In 1919, immediately after the 
Armistice,’ the question of transport- 
ing the French defensive system to 
the new frontier was studied. 


This was not merely a military 
problem—it was also ‘a political 
question. The population regained 
by France had to be given the feel- 
ing that it was definitely reattached 
to the mother country. The forts 
were therefore to be situated as near 
to the frontier as possible and were 
to be indestructible in every cir- 
cumstance. This was done at the 
cost of-considerable tlme and money, 
The first fortress was begun by M. 
-Painleve, then French Minister of 
War, - : 


His work was continued by Andre 
Maginot, Painleve's successor, who 
courageously defended in the French 
Parliament the necessity for large 
credits, We did not enter into the 
Beneral conception of a veritable 
Ube of fortifications and if public 
opinion ‘has given his name to the 
s¥stem thus realised, it is in order 
to recognise the services rendered by 
that great member of the French 
Parliament, who did not allow him- 
self to be deterred by the adverse 
votes of the pacifists, 


Modern Art 
Of Fortification 


These ‘forts, which may be regdrd- 
cd. as representative of the greatest 
progress in the modern art of for- 
tiflcution, ore of necessity spaced, 
They are not Iinked together in a 
Continugus borrier, so that their 
cupolas can be turned to keep the 
enemy {under the continuous blaze 
of thelr urtillery, It was in order 
fo. complete this work at the least 
expense that, a5 Minister of War, I 
arranged that the men who were to 
have been liberated in the spring 
of 1935 should be kept in service for 
several months. Since then, the 
work has been constantly pursued 
and {s still going on at the present 
time, not only in the reinforcement 
of the Line, but in deepening and 
widening the system. ‘

Italians might: regard - this 
work as evidence of distrust, I was 
informed of the opinion voiced by an 
Itallan officer of the frontler posts 
to his French vis-a-vis; “We consid 
er this as an honour for our Army, 
It proves that you respect it:"——an 
extremely gallant and completely 
accurate statement!

“ons on the Pyrenean frontier. 

All this goes to show what bur 
densome precautions France has had 
to take to safeguard her territory, 
malnly against the Teutons, who, in 
the course of centuries, have un- 
ceasingly ¢oveted her soil and-have 
taken advantage of thes mightest 
sign of weakness to Invade her.

Bombing Of Civilians 
Not less shocking than the Inva- 
ston of Finland as such were the 
tactics of the Soviet military ma- 
chine, The Molotov assertion that 
only military objectives in Helsinki 
were bombed was as stupid a lie as 
the story of the Finnish Invasion of 
Russia. Large areag of the capital 
were drenched with high explosive 
and incendiary bombs, in a series of 
raids, and if the death roll was not 
higher this was due solely to the 
efficiency of Helsinkl’s A.R.P. train- 
ing, plus tho fact that the town is 
essentlally modern in’ structure and 
better able to . stand up to blast. 
That, and the high morale of the 
population, who did not panic even 
when the first bombs were dropped 
without warning. Daastardly os was 
this bombing of ciyilions, the only 
possible military purpose, smashirig 
the spirit of resistance and thus 
terminating the war swiftly, did not 
here exist in view of Molotov's re- 
fusal to negotiate with any but a 
frankly pro-Soviet,, Sovjet-imposed 
government.

Aaron Burr —.Traitor Or Victim ?. 


ARON Burr was the most drama- 
tle Agure in American history. 
Although small of staturc, he pos- 
sessed a magnetism and’ fascination 
which both men and women found 
Irresistible. He was endowed with 
the finest gifts of nature and of 
fortune, o dauntless resolution ond 
cool self-possession that made him 
a forceful character in whatever en- 
terprise he elected to embark. 
He was the son of the president of 
Princeton University and grandson 
of the eminent Jonathan Edwards. 
_ At 16, he was a graduate of Prince- 
ton, and at 19 performed’ in the Re- 
volutignary War acts of bravery for, 
which he was rewarded with the 
rank of major. At 35 he was Unit- 
ed States Senator from New York. 
At 45 he was Vice President of the 
United States, while holding which 
office he killed Alexander Hamilton 
‘in a duel, an event which blasted 
his political prospects. 
According to popular’ history, 
. Burr, after retiring from the Vice 
Presidency, planned to collect a 
body of followers, and, after con- 
quering Texas and Mexico, establish 
in Latin-America a republic or a 
kingdom of which he should be the 
head, A more serious charge 
against him was that he hoped also 
to separate certain of the Far Wes- 
tern States from the Union © and 
amalgamate them with his new em-

pire, whose capital wan to be estab- 
Ushed at New Orleans. This ‘vost 
project, it is alleged, Jefferson frus- 
trated ‘after being warned of the 
conspiracy. The result was Burr's 
trlal for treason of which charge he 
wan acquitted at the sensational 
trionl which, ot Richmond, Virginia, 
lasted for six months, ° : 

According to his champions, 
Burr's great popularity with «the 
people and his Influence over his 
party's leaders aroused = the bitter 
Jealousy of Thomas Jefferson when | 
he tled with the lotter for the Pre- 
aldency. Burr, being afterward dub- 
bed the “helr apparent,” Jefferson 
feared that a second Presidential 
term might be denied him, and 
thereupon determined to drive his 
chief rival out of politics. 

Burr's avowed purpose was to 
conquer Texas and make himself 
President of it (just as Sam Houston 
did tn later years, without outrag- - 
ing his brother. Americans), Seizing 
upon Burr's preparations to this end, 
Jefferson .{s believed by some au- 
thoritles to have distorted Burr's_ 
real purpose. General James Wilkin- 
son, whom Jefferson used to expose 

- Burr, was an adventurer, who, after 
serving his apprenticeship under 
Benedict Arnold, was said to have

Men who have grown blue, 
blonted and spongy in the pubs of 
the country have an unalterable 
bellef that the rail on which their 
right feet rest 1s the brazen deadline 
between respectability and the outer 
darkness, The girls hate the term 


“barmaid,” but don't know what else, 


to call themselves, By ao curjous 
twist of circumstances, Barman has 
become something of a title of no- 
bility—“Jimmy the Barman," "Har- 
ry the Barmon." But Barmald has 
all the odour of a fate much worse 
than death, though the barmaid adds 
the spice of genuine soclety to the 
harmless and necessary beer, wines 
and spirits of the lonely drinker and 
so carns profound masculine grati- 
tude, : 

It {s the result of an evil tradition, 
a hongover from Gin Lane; a retiz 
of the lamplit days of Flabby Annic, 
who fought a hatpIn-duel with Bat-

‘immoral :elbows on the alcohol- 
drenched marble, she hurled back 
vile oath for vile oath; hobnob- 
bed over boiling rum with 
undesirable characters in the 
dend of night to get herself 
camisoles and brooches, Bloated wo- 
men with mauve faces were sald to 
look “like barmalds.” A grossly vul- 
gor hat was a “barmaid's hat.” 

The private life of the barmaid 
was full of hideous mystery. When 
with 
rotgut liquor, among the broken clay 
pipes and the brimming cuspldors, 
she was rioting on the knees of Iecr- 
ing profligates, or, . waving black 
bottics, ‘was coaxing the last few 
shillings out of the pay-envelopes 
of the proletariat.

Dealing with the matter of Alien 
ranks, Subscquent to termination of 
the Great War there was on outery 
from the Merchant Service and the 
British public on this question and 
the demand made that more encour- 
agement be given to British boys to 
enter the Service. One of the re- 
sults was the introduction of the 
Aliens Restriction (Amendment) 
Act./n 1919, which prohibits the em- 
ployment, with - certain exceptions, 
of Allens serving on British vessels 
as muster, first mate, chief engineer 
or second engineer. . The employ- 
ment of Allen nationalg on Britlsh 
vessels jn ranks Junlor to those not— 
ed, hag always been permissible and 
Aliens are serving in such capacities 
on local and other British shipping 
to-day. No objection has been or te 
taken. The Merchant Service adopts 
quite ao tolerant and broad-minded 
attitude in this matter, although I 
have yet to learn that officers of Bri- 
tish nationality can be found in the 
same quantity im any capacity on 
board vessels of American or non- 
British European registry. 

The Hong Kong Government duly. 
adopted the Aliens Restriction 
(Amendment) Act of 1919 and has, 
in fact, applied it in past years in 
vessels both of Hong Kong and 
United Kingdom registry. I have in 


mind one instance where the British ° 


naturalised ‘former Danish parents 
of a lad had, by an oversight, omit- 
ted to register ‘the birth at the Bri- 
tlsh Consulate at Shanghai, an omis- 
sion not discovered until after | the 
death of the parents. That boy 
served his apprenticeship in British 
sailing ships, held a certificate of 
‘competency as master granted him 
by tho British Government, never 
sailed under any dther flag but the 
‘Red Ensign and finally cumpleted 25 
years’ service in ona of ‘the local pre- 
mier.

TI-NAZI STORY 


Copenhagen, Yesterday. 


Another neutral report on the Reich throwing an un- 
favourable light on internal conditions inside Germany 
was made to-day from Berlin, supplementing that pub- 
lished by the New York Herald Tribune. 


Nazi censors have allowed the 
Berlin correspondent of the Copen- 
hugen newspaper. “Berlingske 
Aftenavis,” to telephone an account 
of the “rapidly growing impatience 
of the German people ‘at Hitler's 
present policy of threatening vast 
military activity agalnst Britain--and 
dofng nothing.” 

The German people are worried, 
too, by signs of Indecision and con- 
flict among Hitler's powerful war- 
lords and Nazi Ministers. 

For weeks the Germans have been 
told by Hitler, Ribbentrop and the 
Nazi Press that the “gigantic smash- 
ing alr blow” against Britain will 
begin at once. 

Nothing has happened, and 
Gormans are trylng to puzzle out 
Hitler's war of throats, and ask 
éach other, “What are we waiting 
for?” 

The Danish correspondent doubts 
whether the nerves af the German 
people can stand the strain of being 
continually whipped up to great ex- 
pectations only to be repeatedly dis- 
appointed. 

He expresses astonishment at 
Hitler’s policy. As the latest point- 
er to these queer tactics, he cites 
the recent roid on the Shetland Is- 
Innds. A Nazt Forelgn Office spokes-

Let me remind these critics that 
we are fighting for Democracy, und 
that one of the first principles of 
democratic government is that the 
hend of a State Department ts not 


expected to do the job, nor to know 
anything about it. His sole function

This being a Democracy, the first 
essential for the head of any oMcia} 
department Is that he shall be, in 
practice at feast, a gentleman, Thore- 
fore, the ‘last thing we want him to 
do js work. 

Mis qualification might, Indeed, al- 
most be summed up in:the words of 
the poct:— 

“As rich and purposeless as the 

rose, 

Thy simple task is to be beauti- 

ful” : 

However busy the staff of a De- 
partment may be, we must at least 
have as its figurehead a man who, by 


beleg paid to do nothing; stands be- 
for the world as a monument to the 
British ident of* gentility. 


By this means we impart to each” 


Department of State an atmosphere 
of dignified Ielsure and gentieman- 
ly repose, and show the world that 
here nt feast, in nn age devoted to 
sordid commercial competition, Is 
one nation with a higher standard of 
conduct than that of mere vulgar 
eMelency. 

For this reason, we always choose 
our Cabinet Ministers from the same 
small, select circle of men, whoss 
fitness has been proved by long de- 
cades of service to the British Ideal. 
No one minds, and few can ever re- 
member, which is In which at any 


given moment. We only know that 
wherever he fs, ench js the Right 
Man In the Right Stance. 

True, there are exceptions that 
prove this rule. There Is the case 
of Mr. Churchill, for instance, who, 
though First Lord of the Admiralty, 
actually has some definite ideas about 
the Navy. 

The explanation ts simple: It was 
easiet (o let him in,-To try and 
keep him out would have been too 
much like work. 

em 

This rule is observed with special 
strictness in the case of the Foreign 
Omice. People who blamed that 
Department for not knowing what 
was going on In Russla do not 
know what the Foreign Office is 
renily for. 

The ‘purpdse of the Foreign OMmice 
ig not to know things. Its purpose 
ix to sct other. nations an example 
in manners and breeding. 

For this reason, the diplomatic 
service {s recruited from members of 
the leading families, It is u_ great 
condescension for them to go to for 
elgn countries at all. Only a sense 
of duty, and the belief that it is 
England's duty, as Milton sald, to 


teach other nation how to Ive, in- 
duces them to do 50. 

But having got there, such people 
cannot be expected to notice what Js 
going on around them. -They are 
our Best People, and as such, are 
trained from birth in not noticing 
their inferiors. 

There are cases on -record of 
ambassadors being so arlstocratical- 
ly aloof from their surroundings that 
they Hved in foreign countries for 
‘years without knowing which. ono 
they had been in. 

I recall In particular the case of 
Lord Brasspan, British Ambassador 
to Magya-Croatin for five years. 
During that time the country had 
two revojulions and an abdication; 
but his lordship knew nothing about 
it. When, on his return, a friend 
asked him where he had been, he 
replied, “My dear fellow, how should 
I know? Ask my scerctary, If I 
have one. All To do know Is that 
the wine was terrible.” 

As to Russia, how can you ex- 
pect an English diplomat to notice 
what goes on In a country lke that, 
where there are no gentlemen left, 
and where the Head of the whole 
show goes about with his trousers 
tucked fnta his boots?

The more aloof from 
his surroundings the Head of a De- 
partment appears, and the less ine 
quisitive regarding its activities, the 
better fitted for the post. 
* His aloofness ts, Indeed, assidu- 
ously encouraged by the working 
staff, who are slways an the watch 
lest the Chief should grow restive 
and obstruct the smooth working of 
the Department by asking questions 
or making suggestions, x 

A common method of preventing 
this is to put a sleeping draught in 
his coffee before any Important stall 
mecting, to ensure his remalning 
aloof throughout the proceedings. 

The best Heads of Departments 
are those who, if asked unexpected 
ly, cnn never say off-hand which 
post they fill, My old friend, ffoul~ 
kes-Haricotte, who was Bean Con- 
troller in the last war, spent the 
whole time under the impression that 
he wis National Superviser of P:g- 
Feed. He wos rewarded with a 
Peernge. 

As we go to press we learn that 
the appointment of Sir Wilbraham 
Bagfaice {0 the post of Marmalade 
Controller has been rescinded on 
the discovery that ho has been dead 
ten years.

Twenty-one years 
ago, on November 11th, 
1918, slaughter ended. The 
guns died down.

Boys who were not born when 
hostilities ceased in 1918, arc now 
militiunen fighting In a new war. 
Their fathers—inen who swore that 
they had finished forever with wur 
—ure in very many cuses back in 
the fighting services. Brituln is 
again organising herself for a mighty 
and final effort to destroy this evil 
which the world hoped, after four 
and a quarter years of wor, hud been 
trodden underfoot twenty-one yeurs 
ago. 
A new generation hus grown ‘up 
In our midst. Babes unborn in 1918 
have now grown to man’s stature, and 
are fighting the same fight over 
again, but with an even stronger 
case, 

The lust war was fought. ogainst 
an: Imperlatist Germany, intoxicated 
by ‘dreams of world domination. The 
present war, with a more democra~- 
tle Britain, snd with a more pow- 
erful Labour Movement, is being 
fought ngainst a ruthless despotism 
bent on imposing its will on mun- 
kind.

The fuilure of the Inst war to 
end the use of force as an Instru- 
ment of national pollcy must not be 
repented when hostilitles cease at 
the end of this war. 

The. Armistice must mark the 
transitlon to a peace, so surely root- 
ed in justice, and so hopeful for 
future understanding and co-opera- 
tlon that it will be permanent. 

Ryven whilst the war is being wag- 
ed, wo ought to be thinking about 
the kind of world we want to sco 
grow out of the present struggle. 
Mr. Attice, in his statement of Lab- 
our's peace aims clearly indleated 
the principles by which we should 
be guided. 

The application of those princl- 
ples will Icod to fundamental and 
far-reaching changes in the world. 
‘They wilt need to be boldly applied 
by Soclalist Governments, If, as I 
belleve, Socialism. will be the pro- 
dominant faith of the new Era, then, 
the peace of mankind will be os- 
sured. ®

“There's nothing to remind us of it,” 
suys Mrs, Hill, of the Five Horse. 
shoes, 

Certainly there Is nothing very 
warlike about the village in OUT. 
WARD APPEARANCE, except for 
the horseshoe-shaped trench apposite 
the pub.
